Columbus, Sept. 21—Senator Hen- 


ry Cabot Lodge opened the Republi- 
can campaign in Ohio today with an 
unqualified defense of the adminis- 
tration and a plea for the re-election 
of President Taft. 


"I come to urge upon you to do 


everything in your power in tbis, his 
own state, for the re-electioa of Pres- 
ident Taft," he said. "I urge this as 
a Republican, who believes most pro- 
foundly that now as in the past the 
success of the Republican party is 
for the best welfare of the people of 
the United States. I believe that the 
election of the Republican candidates 
from the highest to the lowest, was 
never more important than at

Throughout the

"Many states have now adopted It 


as a compulsory measure. In Ohio 
our liability board, efficient In per- 
formance and personnel, has faced 
the disadvantageous situation created 
by the constitutional lack of legisla- 
tive authority to pass a compulsory 
act. That limitation has now been re- 
moved by amendment. The plans 
adopted in the several states have 
been of three classes, a state insur- 
ance fund raid by the manufacturers, 
the organization of mutual Insarar.ee 
companies by the employer and the 
Insurance in regular insurance com- 
panies of the employe by the employ- 
er. That is a detail to he worked out 
by the legislature. -Regardless of the 
plan adopted, however, society pay-5 
thr burden, because the cost will be 
levied, and properly so, upon con- 
sumption.

NICARAGUA REBELS OPPOSE 
AMERICAN MARINES ON WAY TO 
RELIEVE CITIZENS OF GRANADA 


Washington. Sept. 21.—* cable- 


grant from Admiral Southerland at 
Managua. Xicaragua. described 
an 


Attack made by 1300 rebels on a col- 
umn of American marines and blue- 
jackets, has aroused the state de- 
partment. 


According to this cable, a battle 


was fought between the 
American 


naval forces and the rebels at Bar- 
ranca. 14 miles south of Managua, 
the capital of 
Xicaragua, and an 


equal distance from Granada, a city 
of 18,000 inhabitants. The marines 
were on their wmjr to relieve the citi- 
zens of Granada. 


Leaders of the rebels refused to 


open a way southward -for the forces 
of pacification, and when 
Admiral 


Southerland ordered the marines and 
bluejackets to proceed they were met 
by rifle-fire from the rebels. 


.European attention to affairs 
in 


Nicaragua at Ibis-time is believed to 
•be one of the possibilities of the sit- 
uation. 
The Washington govern- 


ment, in sending relief to Granada, 
populated by many foreigners, had 
hoped to avert any pretext for land- 
ing European military or naval forces 
on Central American soil. 


The British consul general at Man- 


agua and the.,British vice consul at 
jratagalpa have reported two British 
subjects murdered by the rebels at 
Achuapa. 
It is expected, however, 


that the British government, before 
taking action upon its own account, 
•will await the results of the Ameri- 
can campaign. 


A delayed cablegram from Admiral 


Southerland, dated Managua, Sept. 
17, reporting that American marines 
and bluejackets were_fired upon as 
they attempted to open the railway, 
has reached the navy department. 
Delayed reports said the Granada re- 
lief party had been fired upon Sun- 
day: that the officer in command had 
halted and sent to Managua for re- 
inforcements, and 
that 
Admiral 


Southerland had gone to the rescue 
•with two companies of marines and 
a detachment of sailors. 


Whether or not there was more fir- 


ing from the rebels before the addi- 
tional American force arrived is not 
known, but it is possible that

JURY SELECTED AND 


TRIAL OF NORA PARKER 


STARTED THIS MORNING 


Judge Hunter 
of the juvenile 


court, was occupied Saturday with a 
jury trial of the case of Ohio vs. 
Nora Parker, who is caarged with 
having contributed to the delinquen- 
cy of Ruby Hassler, a girl of sixteen 
years, by permitting her to remain 
as an inmate of a house of prostitu- 
tion at 38 West Walnut street in 
this city. 
The case was set for hearing at 


8:30, but owing to a misunderstand- 
ing it did'not commence until some 
time later. One juror was excused 
on the ground of exemption through 
membership in the Old Guard, two 
were excused on account of defective 
hearing and one on account of ur- 
gent business. Attorney L. C. Rus- 
sell exhausted the four peremptory 
challenges allowed the defense when 
he excused Jurors Hamilton, Phillips 
Miller and Picrson. 


After the jury had been sworn and 


the affidavit read, counsel for the 
state and for the defense stated to 
the jury what they expected the evi- 
dence to show. 


The history of the case is that 


the Hassler girl was found in the 
house of Nora Parker by Juvenile 
Officer Sheridan. The Parker wo- 
man and Nellie Luston were charged 
with having contributed to her de- 
linquency and were released under 
bonds of §20',-. Worry over the case 
it is said, caused the Luston woman 
to suicide by taking morphine. 


Another s:de of the case developed 


in Columbus Tuesday when LUHan 
Fouch, alias 
Edna 
Smith, 
-nas 


charged with 
having induced tne 


Hassler girl to become an inmate of 
the Newark house. Shs pleaded gail- 
ty and Judge Black sentenced her to 
six months in the workhouse and to 
pay a fine o: $100. She was brongnt 
to Newark ibis morning and testi- 
fied of her connection with the mat- 
ter no^ in hearing. t>he staled that 
she and the Kassler girl had beer, in 
the Girls' Industrial School at Del- 
aware, at tne same time and that sbe 
brought her to Newark after a con- 
versation uith Xora Parker. 


An affSda\5t 
from the probate 


judge of Stark county stating rhat 
his records snowed Ruby Hassier to 
be but 16 >ears of age, was admitted 
as evidence. ' tne court overruling 
the objection of counsel for the de- 
fendant. 
The Hassler girl was called to the 


stand, and testified as to how she 
came to enter the 
hous2, of the 


length of time she spent there and of 
her actions. 


Officer Sheridan testified concern- 


ing the arrest of Nora Parker and ol 
finding the Hassler girl in the house. 


Several police officers were called 


as witnesses to testify as to the char- 
acter of the place conducted by Mrs. 
Parker. 


After the examination of the Hass- 


ler girl the state rested, and the de- 
fense called its first witness, 
Chief 


Blizzard- The burden of the chiefs 
testimony was the fact that the girl 
had reported herself to the police to 
be twenty-one years of age. 


There is a slight discrepancy here, 


for the girl told Mrs. Parker that sbe 
was twenty jears old, while to the 
police she gave her age as twentj'-on-e 
years. 


After the cbief had concluded the 


court adjourned for the noon hour. 


When the case was taken up Sat- 


urday afternoon Prosecutor Smythe 
called attention to the fact that, under 
the statute, Saturday afternoon is a 
legal holiday. Ke stated that unless 
the defense would waive this he did 
not care to proceed for fear of jeopar- 
dizing the case. L. C. Russell, for the 
defendant exnrtssed himself in favor 
of carr;ring the case over and

continued it until

morning at 0 o'clock.

Salonica and asrain be placed on lao 
throne in the Moslem capital. The 
Unspeakable One is 
today thre2 


score and ten years old. having been 
bora Sept. 21, 1S42. His extreme age 
alone would r..ake him undesirable 
as the leader of a 
revolutionary 


movement, but on good medical au- 
thority it is stated that he is suffer- 
ing from an incurable disease, and 
that his mino is toppling 
on the 


brink of mad^<-=s. On several occa- 
sions since -'V-posed 
it 
has been 


reported 
tnat he is dead, and it 


would appear that he has as many 
lives as a ca% or King Meaeilk of 
Abyssinia. 


A physician, writing in a British 


medical magazine has this to say of 
Abdul Hair.id's real condition. 


"Abdul Kainid is suffering from 


chronic prostatitis. He has never 
been completely cured from this dis- 
ease. ' Four years ago. when Prof. 
Bier, of Benin, had been called to 
attend him, he refused to submit to 
the suggested treatment. The con- 
dition has s^nee gone from bad to 
worse, and a^l medical men can im- 
agine the tra;n of sufferings which 
the deposed potentate is undergoing. 
Under the influence of this trying 
ailment his mental faculties have 
become disturbed. 
He (Joes not 


want to ?"e arybody, mistrusts his 
medical attendants, often gets into a 
state of uncontrollable rage, and is 
altogether an extremely trying pa- 
tient, as well as a sorely tried man." 


An English journalist who visited 


Abdul Hamid at Salonica describes 
him as "'the unhappiest man in the 
world." 
His fear of assassination 


has grown, raiher than diminished, 
since he was shipped off from Con- 
stantinople to the Villa Ablatini, He 


never shows himself at any of the 
'windows or doors of the palace for 
fear he will be shot by an enemy. 
His medical men have pointed ou1 
that a cure Is impossible so long as 
he insists on keeping himself im- 
mured indoors, but he has refused to 
take exercise and enjoy the open air 
even in his secluded and carefulij 
guarded garden. He is a victim of 
insomnia, in addition to his other 
troubles, and he may be heard work 
ing away with hammer and saw at 
all hours of the night. Xot long ago 
according to a Behlin newspaper ed- 
itor who visited Salonica, he com- 
pleted a large wardrobe, and his one 
desire is now said to be to dispose oi 
it at a good price. 
Working as a 
carpenter is his only occupation He 
is not permitted to read the news- 
papers, and is probably ignorant or 
all that goes on outside his prison 
and is said not to know that Italj 
and Turkey are engaged in war. 


Only two of his numerous wives 


accompanied Abdul Hamid into ex- 
ile. When he was the despot of Tur 
key his better halves, or whatever 
fractions they might be called, were 
supposed to number about 200, hut 
since then no less than 746 women 
have applied for pensions as ex-wives 
of the deposed ruler. 


While deprived of 
newspapers 


Abdul Hamid is permitted to read 
books, and one that recently occu- 
pied his attention was Osman How- 
ri's "Abdul Hamid, His Life, and Hi 
Reign." in which the ex-Sultan is 
permitted to see himself in no flat- 
tering light. 
His cruelty, oppres- 


sions and dastardly crimes are set 
forth in lurid details, but Abdul is 
said to have perused the record with 
no show of emotion. It is alleged 
however, that he has since been en- 
gaged in writing a "justification,' 
and, if this be true, it should make 
an interesting document.

Robert L. Borden 


Celebrates Anniversary 


of His Triumph 


This is a red letter day in the his- 


tory of Robert I*. Borden, who at 
iresent holds the job of Premier and 
President of the Privy Council of the 
Dominion of Canada.. It was just a 
year ago today, it will be recalled. 
:hat the sovereign voters of Canada 
;ook the still, dead 
form 
of 
the 


Fielding-Knox reciprocity agreement 
out to the -.political cemetery and 
buried it — some say beyond possibili- 
ty of resurrection and some say nor_ 
Thus what was heralded as the great 
riumph of the Taft administration 
>ecame its most signal defeat. Thus 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier retired as Prime 
Minister, and Robert L. Borden was 
given the job of -forming a new gov- 
ernment 


For eleven years Mr. Borden had 


Jeen the leader of the Outs before he 
triumphed and became the head man 
of the Ins. As leader of His Majes- 
ty's Opposition in the Canadian House 
of Commons, he had received a salary 
of $7,000 a. year, in addition to $2,500 
as a member of Parliament, the latter 
subject to a deduction of $15 per diem 
Tor days not spent on the job. As 
Premier his salary is $12,000, in addi- 
tion to the 12,300. 


Mr. Borden's ancestors were orig- 


inally from Normandy, and there 
were those among them who were 
members of William, .the Conqueror's 
nersonally 
conducted 
excursion to 


England. County 'Kent was the home 
if the Bordens- until the latter part 
of the seventeenth 
century, when 


Richard and John, Borden settled in 
Provincetown, Mass. John and Rich- 
ard have many descendants among the 
influential men of today in the United 
States. In 1755 Samuel Borden left 
Fall River, Mass., and -settled in Xova 
Scotia, founding the Canadian Branch 
of the family of which, the present 
Premier is an honored member. 


Robert L. Borden was born at Grand 


Pre, in Nova Scotiaptn 1S54, was ed- 
ucated as a lawy.erj%and was first 
elected to Parlianieirf^pJlSSG- In tbat 
~ame year the * govejSnnent of Sir 
Charles Tapper and the Liberals came 
oato national power, so that Borden 
began his career as a." 'legislator on 
'he Opposition side, - In 1900 Sir 
Charles Tupper was defeated in an 
electoral attempt to regain his los{ 
power, and the Consejrvatives began 
to clamor for a new leader. The 
choice fell on the quTet, serious, alert 
young man from Xova Scotia. Until 
ast year he had to be- content with 
5eing th<» leader of the Outs. 
. For years Canada had been offering 
o enter into a trade reciprocity 
agreement with the Uuited States, br.t 
the Ungallant Uncle Sam had refused 
0 reciprocate. With Mr, Taft in the- 
Presidential chair, reciprocity became 
1 live issue, and the United States 
Congress passed an act designed to 
Jiake it effective. The Liberal gov- 
srnment took the reciprocity side of 
-he issue, so the Conservatives nat- 
irally 
opposed it. 
Mr. Borden's 


campaign was one of the most mas- 
:er!y ever conducted in any country. 
He declared that reciprocity was a 
step toward annexation, waved aloft 
Jie Union Jack, and asserted and re- 
isserted that "Canada is an autonom- 
ous nation within the British Empire 
and is closely and inseparably united 
:o that empire by ties of kinship, of 
sentiment and of fealty." Standing 
nat on this platform. Mr. Borden won. 
the Liberal majority of forty-three 
was swept away, and the Conserva- 
tives secured a majority 
of 
forty-

AT MONOPOLIES 


Columbus, O-, Sept 21. — Gover- 


nor Woodrow \Vilbon was given an 
ovation, such as seldom has been 
witnessed at a political meeting In 
Columbus, when, he arose from his 
place on the platform in Memorial 
hall to commence his speech. When 
It subsided he saidr 


"The leaders of the Republican 


party and the leaders of the third 
party have astonished the whole 
country by practically abandoning 
any serious attempt to meet the 
main issues of. the campaign. 
The 


leaders of the third party to particu- 
lar interest us anew every day by 
seeking new issues and shifting the 
grounds of debate. 


"At the outset they declared "that 


the real issue of the present contest 
was the high cost of living, but they 
have laid less and less emphasis upon 
that,- because -they have seen" that 
they can not seriously attack that 
question without attacking the ques- 
tion of the tariff and of the trusts 
in a very f'fferent way from that in 
which they are actually approaching 
them. 


"Both the Republican party and the 


third party subscribe explicitly and 
ardently to the principle of protec- 
tion. They admit that there are de- 
fects in practice, that some duties 
are too high, that some extortions 
have resulted from some -schedules of

What Causes Trusts. 


"They are very vague about what 


the chief cause is, because as a mat- 
ter of fact th* chief cause is the ma^ 
nipnlation of prices by the trusts.

They know that monopoly 


has been built up in this country; 
they know that the trusts practice 
monopoly, that monopoly was the ob- 
ject of the trusts, but they throw up 
their hands m despair when it is sug- 
gested tbat monopoly may be de- 
stroyed, and reply: 
'Xo, It is very 


unfortunate, but it baa come to stay.

We accepted that fact whesi we be- 
gan to r*t*iat* th*n>. Every «co* 
omist knows th* fasafliar proof that 
competition Is not often fsaaiate sad 
is sometimes financially wasteful 1st 
the field of transportation, when, rail- 
ways have been developed along the 
shortest and moat serviceable lines; 
but they steo kaow that this dacs «f 
'natural laoaopoUe** is comparatively 
small, and that there la no analogy 
between the regulation of railways 
and the regulation of artificial 
nopoly created by deliberate- 
bination and asjeeistnt. based not 
upon eflielency, hut upon control ot 
a particular product and particular 
markets. 


"Prices have risen all over the 


world, but very much faster and very 
much higher in high tariff countries, 
where monopoly was protected than 
in low tariff countries, where compe- 
tition excluded monopoly. And the 
chief cause of high prices In America 
Is that the markets are controlled. 
They can be coatrolled because the 
tariff screens them tram the econom 
Ic forces which establish prices In 
the markets of the world at large. 


"No wonder, therefore, that the 


leaders of the Republican and Pro- 
gressive parties are saying leas about 
high prices. 
They dare not, or will 


not, go straight at the cause of high 
prices in this country in the remedies 
which they propose. Government reg- 
ulation will shield monopoly as well 
as guide it, and regulation is not 
freedom. 


"The net result Is that both these 


parties hare to all intents and pur- 
poses abandoned the central issues 
cf the campaign. 
The Democrats 


alone are bold enough and far-sight- 
ed enough to see that they must 
tackle frankly and directly this ques- 
tion. Upon what principle shall UnG 
duties be laid and by-what means 
shall monopoly be prevented? 


"They understand the interests ot 


the country quite a£ well as the gen- 
tlemen who have played providence 
to those interests for their own ben- 
efit understand them, but they see 
them from another point of vi-sw, and 
they suspect this human providence 
and distrust it. They s»e as clearly 
as anyone else seas that business 
must in our day be done upon a 
great scale, but they know that there 
is a size which is natural and a size 
which is unnatural in business. 


"The- size which is unnatural Is 


built up upon certain kinds of agree- 
ments, certain kind of practices, cer- 
tain understandings, with regard to 
control, certain combination of badly 
developed with better developed fac 
tones and; nulls, _ which are seldom 
economical, and whose object Is not 
efficiency. The right and wholesome 
kind of size comss from natural 
growth, from the development of a 
business managed with brains, with 
the closest study of efficiency and 
economy, -with a sort of statesman- 
like knowledge of the markets of tht 
world, and that kind of size no wise 
or well-informed man fears or is jeal- 
ous ot. 


Monopoly Is Inefficient. 


"Monopoly is always in the long 


run weak and inefficient, and th? 
leaders of the Democratic party know 
perfectly well that they are serving 
the business interests of the couatr} 
much better, much more intelligently 
than the leaders of either of the 
other parties, because they mean so 
tc regulate competition and free the 
conditions of business in this coun- 
try as to substitute the efficient fot 
the merely powerful. 


"It is futile to stand'for the causei 


of our present wrongs and weaklj 
propose to control and moderate the 
results, and yet that is all that our 
opponent* suggest. They even pro 
pose to remedy the results by th.4 
very means by which they were pro- 
duced, samely, the partnership of the 
government in the. management ot 
Dig business. 
I, for my part, can 


never bring myself to accept the pro 
posal that the government by regula 
tion shall act through the trusts foi 
the people. 


The contract between the govern 


ment and the people In such a case 
iif too remote and indirect. This ii 
no way In which to restore the confi 
dence of the people. It is only a way 
in which to provide the people witn 
new guardians, guardians interested 
above all things in making a profit 
out of their guardianship, a political 
profit, be it observed, as weil as an 
economic profit- 


Trusts Enemies of Labor. 


"And 
this is the kind of govern- 


ment which the working people of 
this country are asked to look for the 
betterment of the conditions which 
surround their lives, and for the reg- 
ulation of their wages. The biggest 
trusts in this country are well known 
to all the working men of America 
to be the most powerful and the most 
successful enemies of organized la- 
bor. 
They have sought 
at 
every 


turn, and often successfully sought, 
to crush it. I wonder If, when 'regu- 
lated' by the federal government, 
they will be more friendly to organ- 
ized labor than they are now: I won- 
der what the regulation is to accent 
phsh for the working men through 
the instrumentality of those who 
have been their most successful op- 
ponents! 


"For, after all, the attitude of gov- 


ernment towards labor lies at the 
heart of almost everything tbat con- 
cerns us as a nation. A nation may 
be said to consist of those wbo do 
its daily labor, and America has al- 
wavs boasted that she was tbe

FOOL THE KICKING COW.

low room for milking operations. This 
apparatus 'is left fastened on the left 
hand side and thrown back across the 
partition when not in nse. 


Just before milking toe cow is fas- 


tened In the stanchion, and this is 
thrown across and fastened In the 
ring on the right hand side. This la 
especially good for the cow that is In 
the habit of putting her foot in the 
milk pail. She cannot raise her foot 
without bowing her back somewhat, 
which this prevents. And if she per- 
sists in doing this trick tighten up the 
rope on the right band side. The ob- 
ject in fastening it to the floor is that 
it gives her a certain amount of free- 
dom, and If she moves backward and 
forward it tightens. After a time the 
cow gets accustomed to this, and if It 
Is simply laid across her back she will 
not move a foot I have used this in 
a number of bad cases and found It 
works to perfection, says a corre- 
spondent of the American Agricultur-

FARM BUTTERMAKING. 


No Reason Why It Should Not Beat 


Creamery Product In fVic*. 


Butter made from a single herd of 


cows In a small dairy located on the 
farm, says a Washington state bul- 
letin, should command the highest 
price of any butter on the market 


The first essential in making good 


butter is good cream. To get this sim- 
ply means to take ordinary precautions 
regarding clean cows and barn, clean 
attendants and clean utensils and then 
cooling the cream at once after sep- 
arating, either by running It over a 
cooler or by setting it in running cold 
water and stirring. Cream should not 
be stored with any substance bavins 
an aroma. Sweet cream churns hard 
and gives a butter having a flat taste. 
To sour or rip*n the cream, first heat it 
to about 70 degrees F. (use a ther- 
mometer) and let it stand until it has 
a mild bat distinctly acid taste, or, 
second, add some sour milk or butter- 
milk (starter) to start the ripening, at 
the same time holding It at 70 degrees. 
The best cream for churning is tbat 
which tests about SO per cent fat after 
starter has been added. 


The temperature at which the cream 


should be churned depends on the size 
of fat globules, hardness of fat glob- 
ules, age of the cream, percentage of 
fat in the cream, kind of feed the cow 
is getting, and this cannot be deter- 
mined except by trial. Thirty-five de- 
grees may be proper on one farm and 
60 degrees on the one adjoining. A 
good, rule to follow is to have the but- 
ter come about the size of wheat ker- 
nels in about thirty or forty minutes. 


While the grannies are about the 


size of wheat the buttermilk should 
be drained, the granules washed and 
the salt added. Then they are worked 
together, only enough to distribute the 
salt evenly. When the churn Is not 
stopped 
until the grannies become 


large some of the buttermilk is incased, 
and it makes butter of poor keeping 
quality. 


Mottles In the butter are caused by 


an uneven distribution of salt in the 
presence of buttermilk.
